OXFORD, England, June 30.— 
Criticism of King George for the 
part he played in the formation of 
the Nationai Government last year 


Was expressed this afternoon by 
‘H. G. Wells in an address at the 
Oxford summer school. 

Such criticism is most infrequent 
in Great Britain. The auditors re- 
ceived it in dead silence. 

“The King was so ill-advised as 
to depart fromm his proper political 
and social neutrality and to lead 
the movement for cheese paring 
and grinding the faces of the needy 
in the interest of the debt collec- 
tor,” Wells said, “and not a soul 
in the Labor party said what ought 
to have been said about the King 
or the miserable campaign of un- 
intelligible economy which cast its 
dismal shadow over the closing 
months of 1931.” 

One news agency which dissemi- 
nated @ report of the Wells speech 
marked this section of it “private 
and confidential.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30. 
—President Hoover's action in 
using regular army troops to drive 
unemployed war veterans out of 


the capital, and his subsequent or- 
ders to the city government to

was learned authoritively today. 
The first was-to get the men out 
of the city amd end the daily pub- 
licity given to their presence; the 
second was to expel them by 
methods which would discourage 
them from returning when Con- 
gress reconvenes in December. 

The expulsion has virtually been 
completed. A few dozen strag- 
glers undoubtedly remain, but the 
police are accosting every man 
they see In an Overseas cap or 
khaki shirt, and escorting him to 
the Maryland border unless he can 
prove that he ig not a veteran or 
that he resides in the District of 
Columbia. Identification is made 
easy by the fact that the veterans 
invariably carry their discharge 
papers. 

Marchers to Be Barred. | 

Late this afternoon, the District 
commissioners held a meeting after 
which they issued an order direct- 
ing the police to bar from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia “all organized 
bodies or groups of persons at- 
tempting to enter the District un- 
less it be established that such 
parties or groups have a lawful 
purpose.” :

Although the police satisfied them- 
selves that all the 402 men thus 
escorted out of the city were visit- 
ing veterans, Maryland police were 
convinced by their own examina- 
tion that 50 of them were perma- 
nent residents of Washington.

Other 
athletes all stood with their right 
hands raised. 

The recessional was in the same 
order as that followed in the pa- 
rade. The great crowd remained 
seated as the athletes marched 
out to return to the Olympic vil- 
lage. , 

As the last athlete of the big 
United States contingent left the 
stadium the pageantry was over 
until the closing ceremonies Aug. 
14. 

In the interim the athletes face 
15 days of world competition in 16 
sports, including 135 separate 
events. 

Colorful Parade of Athietes. .. 

The parade of nations, while not 
the largest in the history of the 
modern Olympics, was the most 
spectacular and colorful. 

From the single man delegations 
of Uruguay, Egypt. Philippines, 
Haiti and Colombia.__to the big 
groups representing Japan, France, 
Canada, Mexico and the United 
States there was a thrill in every 
step. 

The United States officials and 
athletes, as a gesture, perhaps, to 
Briton, wore berets with pompoms, 
while the French wore straw hats. 

Straw hats were the favorite 
headgear in the parade. A major- 
ity of the athietes who wore coats, 
chose blue of varying shades, al- 
though both Ireland and South 
Africa were decked out in green 
and Canada and Denmark in red 
coats.

This 
is a declaration in favor of grad- 
uated income, inheritance - and 
profits taxes, and against taxes 
on food and clothing whose bur- 
den is actually shifted to the 
consumers of these necessities of 
life on a per capita basis rather | 
than on the basis of the relative 
size of- personal incomes. 


Something more is needed than 
a domestic balanced budget and 
a just revenue system. Muddled 
Government finance creates a 
general uncertainty concerning 
the value of national currencies: 
this uncertainty has a way of 
spreading from country to coun- 


try. The world is tormented with 


it now. The United States could 
well afford to take the lead in 
asking for a general conference

day. 

This dilemma can be met by 
saving in one place what we 
would spend in others; or, by ac- 
quiring the necessary revenue 
through taxation. Revenues must 
cover expenditures by one means 
or another. Any government, 
like any family, can for a year, 
spend a little more than it earns. 
But you and I know that a con- 
tinuation of that habit means the 
poorhouse. 

At’ best, the, Federal Govern- 
ment -will necessarily bear a 
heavy burden. It. has. been ‘the 
theory of Republican leaders that 
relief is a local responsibility, a 
theory stated repeatedly eand 
modified only with the greatest 
reluctance. The Democratic plat- 
form was framed with an eye to 
actual human needs. What could 
be finer than that bold and hu- 
manitarian statement pledging 
“continuous responsiblity of the 
Government (meaning the Fed- 
eral Government) for human 
welfaré, especially for e pro- 
tection of children.” 

The Relief Piank. 

In view of this statement, the 
plank concerning relief for the 
unemployed becomes significant: 

“We. advocate extension of 
Federal credit to the states to 
provide unemployment _ relief 
wherever the diminishing re- 
sources of the states make. it 
impossible for them to provide 
for the needy; expansion of the 
Federal program of necessary 
and useful construction affected 
with a public interest, such ‘as 
flood control and waterways, in- 
cluding the St. Lawrence, Great 
Lakes deep waterways; the 
spread of employment by a sub- 
stantial reduction in the hours Of 
labor, the encouragement of the 
shorter week by applying that 
principle in Government service; 


advance planning of public 
works.” 
Following this there is the 


party declaration concerning ag- 
riculture. 

“We advoeate for the restora- 
tion of agriculture, the nation’s 
basic industry, better financing 
of farm mortgages through re- 
organized farm bank agencies at 
low rates of interest, on an 
amortization plan, giving prefer-. 
ence to c#edits for the redemp- 
tion of farms and homes sold 
under foreclosure; extension and 
development of the farm  co- 
operative movement and effective 
control of crop surpluses so that 
our farmers may have the full 
benefit of the domestic market. 

Extravagance of Board. 

“Enactment of every constitu- 
tional measure that will aid the 
farmer to receive for basic farm 
commodities prices in excess of 
cost of production. 

“We condemn: the extrava- 
gance of the Farm Board, its. 
disastrous action which made the 
Government a speculator in farm 


- products and, the unsound policy 


of restricting agricultural pro- 
duction to the demands of do~ 
mestic markets.” 

The platform contains admir- 
able statements about a group of 


subjects which logically go to-_i 


gether—the tariff and foreign 
policy. The tariff plank reads as 
follows: 

“We advocate: . 

“A competitive tariff for reve- 
nue, with a fact-finding tariff 
commission free from executive 
interference, reciprocal tariff 
agreements with other nations, 
and an international economic 
conference designed to restore in- 
ternational trade and facilitate 
exchange. 

“We condemn: 

“The Hawley-Smoot tariff law, 
the prohibitive rates of which 
have resulted in retaliatory ac- 
tion by more than 40 countries, 
created international economic 
hostilities, destroyed internation- 
al trade, driven our factories into 
foreign countries, robbed the 
American farmer of his foreign 
markets and increased his cost 
of production.” 

Prices and Tariffs. 

A tariff is a tax laid on cer- 
tain goods passing from the 
producer to the consumer.: .It is 
laid on these goods rather than 
other similar ones because they 
originate abroad. This is ob- < 
viously protection for the pro- 
ducers of competing goods at 
home, Peasants who live at low-

This problem of the debts is 
complex. Its solution has, how- 
ever, been brought measurably 
nearer by the recent results at 
Lausanne. Great Britain, France 
and Germany have at last agreed 
among themselves concerning 
reparations. 


May Turn on U. §. 


The danger now is that they 
may turn a united front against 
us. This comes, I am convinced, 
not so much from the debts they 
owe us as from our barriers 
against their trade which make 
the problem so difficult. 
debts will not be a problem—we 
shall not have to cancel them— 
if we are realistic about provid- 
ing ways in which payment is 
possible through the profits aris- 
ing from the rehabilitation of 
trade. se de 

The Republican platform said 
nothing at all about this; but 
their position has been the ab- 
surd one of demanding payment 
and at the same time making 
payment impossible. This policy 
finally forced a moratorium as it 
was bound to do. Our policy de- 
‘clares for. payment, but at the 
same time for lowered tariffs and 
resuniption of trade which open 
the way for payment. , 


Correct Errors Now, 

Up to this point, you and I 
have .been. considering both the 
immediate relief for the present 
emergency and also the imme- 
diate initiating of plans to bring 
us back to a more normal eco- 
nomic condition. At the same 
time it is equally our duty to 
guard against repetition of the 
evils and errors which have cost 
us so much. It is not enough to 
say that when prosperity is re- 
stored we shall then consider 
how to avoid repeating all the 
old errors. Today we recognize 
these errors. Today they should 
be outlawed for all time to come. 

It.zmust be made more diffi- 
cult for a depression to happen 
in the future; it must be made 
impossible for its indefénsible 
features to show themselves 
again. Concerning thé necessary 
revision of some of our institu- 
tions for this purpose, I shall 
have more to say later. At pres- 
ent I read you the party’s stand: 

It advocates: 

“Strict and impartial enforce- 
ment of anti-trust laws to pre- 
vent monopoly and unfair trade 
practices, and revision thereof 
for the better protection of labor 
and the small producer and dis- 
tributor; conservation, develop- 
ment and use of the nation’s wa- 
ter power in the public interest.

“To effect such repeal we de- 
mand that the Congress imme- 
diately propose a constitutional 
amendment to truly represent- 


‘ative conventions in the states 


called to act solely on that pro- 


* posal. 
“We urge the enactment of 
such méasures*by the several 


states as will actually promoté 
temperance, effectively prevent 
the return of the saloon and 
bring the liquor traffic into the 
open under complete supervi- 
sion and control by the states. 
“We demand that the Federal 
Government effectively ' exercise 
its power to enable the states to 
protect themselves against im- 


portation of intoxicating lHquors 


in violation of their laws. 
“Pending. repeal, we favor im- 
mediate modification of the Vol- 
stead act to legalize the’ manu- 
facture and sale of beer and oth- 
er beverages of such alcoholic 
content as is permissible under 


the constitution and to provide | 


therefrom a proper and needed 
revenue.” 


To Urge Congress to Act. 

Nothing needs to be added to 
that, except that if the present 
Congress takes no action, I shall 
urge the new Congress to carry 
out these provisions. 

There are a number of other 
planks of importance, but less in 
need of elaboration, which, be- 
cause my time is so short, I shall 
only read to you. 

They are as follows: _ 

“We advocate a.navyand an 
army adequate for national de- 
fense, based on a survey of all 
‘facts affecting the existing es- 
tablishments, that the people in 
time of peace may not be bur- 
dened by an expenditure fast ap- 
proaching one billion dollars an- 
nually. 

“The fullest measure of jus- 
tice and generosity for all war 
veterans who have suffered dis- 
ability or distress caused by or 
resulting from actual service in 
time of war and for their depend- 
ents. 


“Unemployment and old age 
insurance, under state laws. 

“Independence for the Philip- 
pines; ultimate statehood for 
Porto Rico; the employment of 
Americany citizens in the opera- 
tion of the Panama Canal. 

“SimpWfication of legal pro- 
cedure and reorganization of the 
judicial system to make the at- 
tainment of justice speedy, cer- 
tain and at les- cost. 


Some Other Planks. 


“Continuous publicity of polit- 
ical contributions, and expend- 
itures, strengthening of the cor- 
rupt practices act and severe 
penalties for misappropriation of 
campaign funds. 

“We condemn the improper 
and excessive use of money in 
Political activities. 


‘Paid lobbies of special inter- 
ests to influence members of 
Congress and other public serv- 
ants by personal contacts. 

“The open and covert resist- 
ance of administrative officials 
to every effort made by congres- 
sional committees to curtail the 
extravagant expenditures of the 
Government, and to revoke im- 
provident subsidies granted to 
favored interests.”’ 

And now, my friends, I close 
my talk with you tonight with 
this concluding declaration:

Declaring that something more 
than a domestic balanced budget 
and a just revenue system is need- 
ed to restore economic balance in 
the world, Roosevelt declared: 

“Muddled government finance 
creates a general uncertainty con- 
cerning the value wf national cur- 
rencies; this uncertainty has a way 
of spreading from country to coun- 
try. The world is tormented with 
it now. 

Urges World Conference. 

“The United States could well af- 
ford to take the lead in asking for 
a general conference to establish 
less changeable fiscal relationships 
and to determine what can be done 
to restore purchasing power of that 
half of the world's inhabitants who 
are on a silver basis, and to ex- 
change views regarding govern- 
mental finance. Nothing could do 
more to create stable conditions in 
which trade could once more be 
resumed.” 

Reiterating the platform’s con- 
demnation of the Republican tariff 
policy, Roosevelt sketches what ;he 
would do concerning international 
trade, in these words: 

“The proper procedure is to as- 
certain all the facts as to standards 
and costs of production abroad and 
at home; to publish them widely 
and then to negotiate with each 
country affected. Trade barriers of 
all kinds ought to be lowered— 
not by rule of thumb, but with due 
regard to safety and justice—low- 
ered, nevertheless, as quickly and 
as definitely as possible. Policy 
needs to be dominated by the real- 
ities we discover and by the na- 
tional purposes we seek. This tar- 
iff policy, however, cannot be sep- 
arated from our other relations 
with foreign countries. The whole 
thing ties in together.” 

Standards of Living. 

Referring to the relationship of 
standards of living and tariffs, 
Roosevelt asserted: 

“Peasants who live at lower 
levels than our farmers; workers 
who are sweated to reduce costs, 
ought not determine prices for 
American-made goods. There are 
standards which we desire to set 
for ourselves, Tariffs should be 
high enough to maintain living 
standards which we-set for our- 
selves.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 30.— 
Lieutenart-Governor E. H. Winter 
virtually closed his campaign for 


Governor here tonight, in his home 
city, with an address from the 
steps of the State Capitol, in which 
he renewed his pledges of a busi- 
ness-like and economical State ad- 
ministration. 

Winter will make his fifial pri- 
mary speech tomorrow evening in 


Washington, Mo. 

He again attacked Becker ‘for 
alleged large expenditures in the 
campaign, asserting Becker ‘was: 
spending the fargest campaign 
fund any candidate has used in: 


pay part of these expenses. 

“The man who buys his way to 
a public office is never the man 
who has at heart the welfare of 
the people,” Winter said. “I want 


against the army of paid. workers 
wha_are scouring the State in a 
final frantic*effort to save him 
from political disaster. When they. 
solicit your vote, it will be well to 
ask them how much they are paid, 
who is paying the bill and. how 
heavy the burden is on the tax- 


Winter said his campaign had 
been an economical one and that 
he had not been keeping any. paid 
workers in the field. 

Referfing to various charges 
made this week by Becker, who has 
spent several days in St. Louis at- 
tempting to avert the reported 
drift from his candidacy, Winter 
said they were untrue and “are 
merely the dying groans of a pass- 
ing political career.” 

Among other charges Becker al 
legded convicts in the penitentiary 
were being encouraged to’ write let- 
ters to friends and relatives urging 
them to support Winter. Gov. Caul- 
field this week declared this charge 
was false, and urged the nomina- 
tion of Winter, stating he was do- 
ing so “as a citizen, hopeful for 
good government.”’ 

“This campaign is a fight for 
sound and economical government, 
against the control of the political 
machine and the selfish profession- 
al politician,” Winter said. ‘“*I is 
a fight to keep government in the 
hands of the people who pay the 
bill. As a machine politician Mr: 
Becker, of course, is not interested 
in economy in government even 
though he had preached it in every’ 
section of the State in his cam- 
paign.”’ 

16 Years of Building. 

He declares Becker had spent 12. 
years as Secretary of State in 
building a political machine “that 
he hoped would send him to the 
Governor's office.” 

Im discussing Becker's economy 
claims, Winter said the unneces-. 
sary costs in Becker's department 
in one year amounted to about 
$750,000. He said Becker had re- 
fused to co-operate with the Gover- 
nor last year when Gov. Caulfield 
asked all State departments to cur- 
tail their expenditures 26 per cent,’ 
for 1932, because falling revenues 
would make it impossible to pay 
in full all appropraftions made by 
the Legislature. Winter said this 
failure to co-operate prevented a 
saving of about $290,000 in Beck- 
er’s appropriation, which was $1,- 
163,000 for the biennium. He point- 
ed out that all other departments 
had co-operated in reducing ex- 
penditures. ; 

As other items of unnecessary 
costs in Becker’s department, Win- 
ter charged Becker bought the |

1932 for $60,00 “Omore than they 
might have been purchased for 
from another manufacturer in Mis- 
souri; that the distribution of au- 
tomobile license plates cost about 
$300,000 more than was necessary 
and that Becker’s payroll 
greated by 110,000 a month than it 
was a year ago, although there had 
been a decrease in.the number of 
license plates issued.

Republican leaders do not con-

The cost to 
the agency for their board ranged 
from nothing, where either mother 
or relatives assumed responsibility, 
to $324. The average cost was $89. 
This boarding is in most cases only 
temporary, the mothers soon going 
to work and supporting their chil- 
dren, and in instances later going 
on to relatives. 

Other forms-of assistance . were 
establishment of paternity, securing 
of support from the father, medical 
care for the mother and child, ar- 
ranging for adoption, institutional 
care, assistancé with milk for baby. 
It is the policy of the agency to 
make no recommendation about the 
disposition of the child until the 
situation has been carefully studied 
and due consideration given to the 
welfare of the mother and child. 
Many girls choose to keep their 
babies permanently and plan to 
support them. Where careful study 
shows that it is in the interest of 
the child to be separated from the 
mother and placed for adoption, 
the agency recommends this action. 
Every effort is made, with the 
help of medical and psychological 
clinics, to furnish the mother with 
vocational guidance and opportuni- 
ties for education to fit herself for 
the type of work that will utilize 
her best abilities.

speakeasies in Alexandria Bay, N. 
Y., was upheld today by Amos W, 
W. Woodcock, the Prohibition Di- 
rector. He said their conduct was 
correct except they unnecessarily 
destroyed some property for which 
they must pay. “ 

Woodcock reviewed the com- 
plaints received from J. G. Savage. 
secretary of’ the Alexandria Bay 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
action of the agents in raiding sev- 
eral establishments where they had 
purchased “quarts of Canadian ale 
and bottles of whisky.” 

He said Prohibition Administra- 
tor McCampbell had reported there 
was “some unnecessary damage to 
property by our investigators” and 
added that when the exact amount 
of this had been determined “our 
investigators will be required to 
pay the owners.” 

Liquor Found at All Piaces. 

Woodcock said liquor was found 
in all places searched and that the 
agents, except for the small un- 
necessary destruction of property. 
“did no more than was necessary 
to do their duty.” 

He added that it would have been 
bétter judgment had they served 
their search warrants at some other 
time than when Spanish-American 
War Veterans were holding a con- 
vention in the town. 

“It has been the sole purpose of 
this bureau to enforce the national 
prohibition law earnestly and hon- 


estly and lawfully,” Woodcock said, | 


“We cannot, therefore, permit open 
violations of this law to continue, 
no matter how distasteful their in- 
terruption may be to the persons 
concerned. 


Woodcock said the investigators 
found no verification of charges 
that the agents used threatening or 
abusive language. He said his men 
displayed coolness and restraint in 
the face of what he described as 
unusual provocation and personal 
damage to themselves, 

Agents. Rescued From Mob. | 

Woodcock said when the agents 
made the raids on July 12 they 
were attacked by a mob from 
which they were rescued by men 
in military and naval service uni- 
forms, who were attending the vet- 
erans’ convention. On July 14, he 
continued, the agents, accompanied 
by State police. were insulted and 
threatened by a mob which threw 
sticks and stones at them. Though 
the agents were armed, he added, 
none fired a shot. 


Woodcock said as the cars of the 
agents proceeded through the 
crowds, with State troopers 
mounted on the running boards, a 
woman stepped in front of them 
and was slightly injured and a 
man who climbed upon another 
car fell from it when the car 
jerked forward after one of the 
spectators struck the driver in the 
eye. He said these were the only 
injuries to inhabitants of Alexan- 
dria Bay. 

Woodcock called attention that 
the Federal grand jury had ab- 
solved the raiding officers of blame 
for the disorders and had cone 
demned the action of certain citi- 
zens of Alexandria Bay for “their 
flagrant interference with prohibi- 
tion officers in execution of their 
duties.”’

QUTLINES HOME LOAN 
BANK SYSTEM PLAN 


Paul Blackwelder TellS of Ulti- 
mate Results in Talk to 
West Side Club. 


Paul Blackwelder, a member of 
the Executive Committee of the St. 
Louis League of Incorporated 
Building and Loan Associations, 
outlined the Federal home loan 
banking system last week before 
the West St. Louis Kiwanis Club at 
its meeting at Hotel Gatesworth. 
Ultimate results of the loan plan, 
which now is in formation, Black- 
welder said, will constitute a 
stronger financing structure and 
unemployment relief. 


“The home ioan banks will fur- 
nish the heat to thaw out the frozen 
mortgages now held by home fi- 
nancing institutions and will release 
money badly needed for refinancing 
the small home-owner and for re- 
pairs,” Blackwelder said. ‘“Fore- 
closures will be reduced by small 
loans to home owners, made pos- 
sible only by the credit which the 
home loan banks can extend.”’ 
Created by Congress, the home 
loan banks are designed to serve as 
a credit reservoir of $125,000,000 
from which buiiding and loan asso- 
ciations and other home financing 
institutions may borrow money to 
lend to small home.owners. 
“Mortgages have always been 
frozen securities,” Blackwelder ex- 
plained, “‘but in times of depres- 
sion that condition is more pro-- 
nounced. While we in Missouri 
will not be able to actually redis- 
count mortgages, because-of their 
non-negotiable feature, we can give 
a note or first Hien on all the assets 
of an association to the home loan 
bank for security, and obtain large 
sums of money. 

“The release of money through 
the national home loan banks will 
help to relieve the unemployment 
situation by furnishing money need- 
ed for moderniziug and repairing 
homes. A Federal survey showed 
that more than $250,000,000 is 
needed for that purpose now. 
“While the system will not be 2 
panacea for all the Uls of business, 
it will aid more persons than any 
other relief bill passed by Congress, 
and its permanency will make it as 
valuable an asset to building and 
loan associations as the Federal Re- 
serve system has been to banks.”

“Through Harrow when I was 
making up ground I was in great 
shape, and shortly afterward I 
came in sight of the leaders, Dor- 
ando, Heffernon and Hayes, and 
began pullihg away from Tewa- 
rina. Next I recognized Sherring, 
winner in 1906 at Athens. I was 
feeling fine and passed him with 
a burst of speed, covering the 100 
yards to his 20 to take the heart 
out.of him. Next I headed Weiton, 
who was running well, and re- 
tained perfect form to the finish. 
“Three miles from. home I 
thought I had taken the meagure 
of the leaders and might win, but 
down Oak Common Lane I thought 
otherwise. I got a terrible stitch 
in my side. I made repeated ef- 
forts to sprint, but every time dou- 
bled up with cramp. The last 10 
minutes of the race were the worst 
of my life. 1 was feeling strong 
and full of running yet tortured by 
a sharp pain when I tried, with 
extra effort. I could see Heffernon 
and Hayes just ahead, but was un- 
able to get enough speed into the 
last spurt myself. 

“TI was strong at the finish. No- 
body touched me any time in the 
race or going around the Stadium, 
where I ran strong, but with my 
hand to my side over the stitch 
as I passed the finish mark. After 
the race I took a dip in the swim- 
ming tank and walked into. the 
dressing room, where I was rubbed 
down. I dressed and went to the 


jhotel by the underground car in 


less than half an hour, feeling 
thoroughly fit. That's what Mur- 
phy’s training did for me. The 
next morning 1 weighed half a 
pound more than before the race. 
“Hayes ran a grand race let out 
to the last dunce, showing splen- 
did judgment. I waited Saturday 
to see him get the grand reception 
at the prize giving. He deserved 
more giory and was disappointed 
at having had so much honor ‘aken 
away from him by the crowd and 
given to Dorando, whose race, al- 
though meritorious, was unequal to 
that of Hayes.

On the other hand, there is indication that 
virtually all the damage to Chicago and the 
Mississippi Valley can be repaired in time— 
except the loss of Mississippi flow in the 
troublesome sections near St. Louis. The 
extent to which that loss will be a hindrance 
to navigation. and how, if ever, it can be 
made up, are still matters of study by the 
army engineers. 

Meantime, however, there is a possibility 
of an acute sanitation problem for Chicago. 
The primary function of the diversion of wa- 
ter from the lakes has been to carry off Chi- 
cago sewage. The Supreme Court in 1930 
ordered Chieago to complete in 1938 a sys- 
tem to permit disposal of sewage. without 
the diversion, and limited the diversion after 
1938 to 1500 cubic feet a second, for Chica- 
go River navigation only. 

In view of: the Chicago tax predicament, 
it is doubtful that the Sanitary District can 
have its sewage system complete in 1938. 
But the Supreme Court specifically held that 
the financial condition of Chicago would be 
no excnse for failure to carry out the order. 

Congress ordered a study to determine the 
amount of diversion required for navigation 
in the Lakes to the Gulf (of Mexico) water- 
way, for possible congressional revision of 
the limit in 1938. But without waiting for 
that report, Article VIII of the seaway treaty 
signed July 18 provided that the diversion 
“shall be reduced by Dec. 31, 1938, to the 
quantity permitted as of that date by the 
decree of the Supreme Court...” 

For 30 years a diversion considerably in 
excess of 1500 second feet has been an in- 
tegral part of plans for a great waterway 
with a nine-foot channel from Chicago to New 
Orleans.

Through More Rigid Censorship 


Coming International Conference in Madrid 
Will Seek to Legalize Suppression of Dis- 
patches Not Approved by Government

HE institution of censorship, which has existed in some form in 


T most parts of Europe since the beginning of the World War, is 
gradually consolidating its place in political and public life of 


Continental Europe these days. 


Under different guises censorship 


repeatedly has reared its head in various countries, influencing their 
national affairs. But of late, in three different conferences, its advo- 
cates have sought to give it, a cloak of international respectability. 


In the International Disarma- 
ment Conference, recently held, a 
formidable movement, launched 
by the Polish Government, and 
backed by many others, sought to 
obtain the recognition of the prin- 
ciple of “moral disarmament.” 
Through moral disarmament it is 
hoped to create machinery where- 
by each and every country pledges 
itself not to permit the publica- 
tion of news which might be 
deemed undesirable in the coun- 
try of origin. The scheme goes 
even further and provides for a 
censorship of the radio and the- 
ater—making films and plays as 
well as broadcast programs sub- 
ject to the fancy of the official 
censor. 

At the recent Copenhagen Inter- 
Governmental Press Bureaux con- 
ference and at the International 
Telegraph and Radio-Telegraph 
Conference to be held at Madrid 
this autumn, campaigns were and 
will be offered to “control” the 
press through restrictions placed 
upon foreign correspondents. <A 
number of Governments—covertly 
or openly—are advocating changes 
in the international telegraph reg- 
ulations which will, 1f adopted, 
practically “hamstring” represen- 
tatives of foreign newspapers. 
Even in a recent League Council, 
the liberal minded Spanish For- 
eign Minister, Alexander Lerroux, 
was made the unwitting tool of 
certain League Secretariat bureau- 
crats when he attacked Geneva 
journalists for disseminating al- 
legedly inexact news on the Man- 
churian situation, 


Shackles for News Gatherers. 


Behind the proposals which will 
be submitted to the forthcoming, 
Madrid conférence, however, lurk 
the greatest of recent menaces to 
a free press... According to offi- 
cials who have closely studied the 
agenda, which is as yet confiden- 
tial, some of the ideas which 
have been advanced for considera- 
tion would “authorize govern- 
ments to limit, prohibit or with-

The “‘backstairs”’ supervision of 
foreign news from such countries 
as France, Spain, Portugal and 
even Great Britain is too weil 
known ta need reviewing. Sen- 
ator Louis de Brouckere, Belgian 
statesman, who is always fighting 
the implications of the Polish 
scheme for “moral disarmament” 
at the Geneva conference, told a 
few plain truths when he de- 
nounced the official Press Bu- 
reaux, abolition of which he de- 
mands, on the grounds that they 
are merely governmental or party 
propaganda machines rather than 
information services. 

There is scarcely a country in 
Europe—not excluding Great: Bri- 
tain—which does not make use 
of its official press agents in col- 
oring news of national interest. 
The adoption of the proposals be- 
fore the Madrid conference would 
clothe these bureaus, which are 
often manned by inferior offi- 
cials, with enormous powers for 
good or evil. 

In general, conditions over most 
of Europe are bad enough as 
things are. With one Foreign Of- 
fice knifing another, with states- 
men sending up “balloon d’essai”’ 
at every opportunity, to ascertain 
through the reactions of the ‘“‘of- 
ficial press spokesmen” what at- 
titudes of various governments 
may be, with denials following 
denials only to have the original 
story verified after it is no longer 
news, serious correspondents are 
hard put to steer a balanced 
course. The Madrid proposals, 
however, can easily make them 
worse. Not necessarily in coun- 
tries such as Italy, Russia, Jugo- 
Slavia and Portugal, where no ef- 
fort is made to deny or camou- 
flage censorships, but in countries 
which still theoretically believe in 
free and unrestricted circulation 
of news. To hang a cloak of in- 
ternational recognition and re- 
spectability on any form of cen- 
sorship, no matter how pure the 
motive, might have irreparable re- 
sults.

Government expenditure is rising by 
reason of uneconomic subsidies to certain 
industries, by the provision of relief for 
the destitute, and by the amount. of in- 
terest on new borrowing. The increasing 
gap between revenue and expenditure is be- 
ing bridged partly by increased rates of 
taxation levied on a decreasing number of 
taxpayers, and ‘partly, by loans. 

On the external account, the nations ure 
endeavoring to conserve their foreign as- 
sets by restricting imports by means of 
higher tariffs, import quotas and interfer- 
ence with foreign exchange. 

With every day that passes; the burden 
of over-indebtedness grows greater, both ex- 
ternally and internally, and on both national 
and private account, and the possibility of 
payment in any currency of the official gola 
content hitherto recognized becomes ever 
more remote. :

‘pressed the fear that che “Chicago 
steal” might drain the lakes dry. 
Engineers had determined years 
earlier that with the establishment 
of a new outlet, lake levels fell in 
a few years until total] discharge 
through both the old and new out- 
lets equaled the previous discharge 
through the old outlets alone, and 
thereafter remained ble. 

In 1926 the Joint Board of Engi- 
neers on the St. Lawrence project, 
with three memberf from this 
country and three from Canada, re- 
ported that the Chicago diversion, 
then 8500 second feet, lowered 
Lakes Michigan and Huron 6 inch- 
es; Lakes Erie and Ontario 4.8 
inches, and the St. Lawrence at 
Montreal, 4.44 inches. In compari- 
son with this artificial reduction, 
the board stated that the lakes rose 
and fell every year over a range of 
1% to 2 feet, and that extreme lev- 
els since 1860 showed a range of 
3.5 to 6 feet. 


Cost of Remédies. 

The board reported that compen. 
sating works to maintain lake levels 
could be built to offset the Chicago 
diversion at a cost of $1,750,000, 
that its effects on the St. Lawrence 
above Montreal would be offset by 
the seaway navigation works, and 
that its effects at and below Mon- 
treal could be offset by dredging 
and other works costing $4,608,000. 
The board estimated that for $3,- 
400,000 could be constructed works 
raising the Lake Huron and Mich- 
igan levels 1.15 feet, Lake Erie .6 
foot and compensating for all the 
existing diversions, authorized and 
unauthorized. 

Even that picture.of the damages 
to lake and St. Lawrence naviga- 
tion is excessive. The diversion has 
been reduced to 6500 second feet, 
and Iilinois-Mississippi navigation 
interests now concede that prob- 
ably 6000 second feet would be 


sufficient unler the present proj- 


ect. The reduced diversion would 
lower Lake Michigan less than three 
inches, with commensurate effects 
on the other lakes and the St: Law- 


rence. 

the costs of repairing 
these damages may be balanced the 
costs of additional Illinois-Missis- 
sippi channel construction required 
by loss of the diversion.

A seven-foot project had 
contemplated in two old Federal 
dams in the Illinois River at La 
Grange and Kampsville, but they 
provide more, than seven feet with 
the present diversion. Two State 
dams above them have been re- 
moved. Restriction of the flow 
from Lake Michigan to 1500 sec- 
ond feet would require the replac- 
ing of the Federal dams with 
larger structures, and possibly one 
or more barriers,to replace the old 
State dams. ‘ 

Replac e Federal dams 
could not wholly be charged to loss 
of the diversion, however, since 
their obsolescence would require 
ultimate replacement in any event. 
The Division Engineer, Col. George 
R. Spalding, has estimated that 
6500 second feet, 2000 of which 
comes from tributaries, would pro- 
vide adequate flow in the Illinois 
below Kampsville. 

To the treaty diversion may be 
added 1900 second feet now drawn 
from the lake’ into the Chicago 
water system and discharged into 
the Drainage Canal. That, with 
the tributary flow, would give the 
Illinois below the Kankakee 5400 
second feet, leaving 1100 still re- 
quired. 

Engineers have determined that 
divetsion loss probably would re- 
quire additional dam in the 
Miss: pi or possibly two dams, 
onef near Alton and another near 
Chain of Rocks.

This accounting leaves two items 
still unsettled: the loss of St. Law- 
rence water power because of the 
Chicago diversion, and the lower- 
ing of the low-water channel] at St. 
Louis and for some distance down- 
stream under a restricted diversion. 

The latest computation shows 
that a diversion of 5000 second feet 
at Chicago raises the low water 
surface at St. Louis by six inches. 
Six inches may be vital to shallow- 
water barge operations. Engineers 
point out, however, that water sur- 
face is not the controlling factor in 
channel depth, and that a number 
of other factors may affect the 
river bed to obstruct the channel, 
regardless of the amount of flow. 

The precise weight of the diver- 
sion factor tn practical navigation 
at St. Louis is in process of deter- 
mination. It is believed that res- 
ervoirs above, to augment low- 
water flow, may mitigate any hin- 
drance caused by loss of the diver- 
sion. Some such effect already has 
been noted since construction of 
Bagnell Dam on the Osage River. 

Against this indeterminate item 
on the Mississippi side is balanced 
a definite loss of water power on 
the St. Lawrence. The Joint Board 
of Engineers estimated that a di- 
version of 8500 ond feet at Chi- 
cago would cau loss of 88,875 
horsepower in the jected works 
along the St. Lawrence. 

Reduction of the diversion to the 
suggested 5000 second feet would 
reduce this loss to about 560,000 
horsepower. Speculatively, how- 
ever, it might be multiplied to sev- 
eral times the Joint Board's esti- 
mate, since the works covered in 
that estimate utilize little more 
than 100 feet of the approximate 
500-foot fall between Lake Erie 
and Montreal—300 feet of it at 
Niagara, where Canadian and 
American plants are in operation. 
The 6000 second foot diversion 
might thus be construed as mean- 
ing, on the total 500-foot “head,” 
a “paper” loss up to 260,000 horse- 
power.” 

Waterpower may.be a matter for 
private cortrol, but navigation is 
for the public. It may be answered 
that Lake Michigan water, in na- 
ture, is~part of the St. Lawrence 
watershed and not the Mississippi 
watershed. And the task of com- 
puting whether 75,000 horsepower 
or six inches of navigable channel 
would produce the greatest public 
profit could go on forever.

CHICAGO, July 30.—Senator L. 


J. Dickinson of Iowa,-opening the 
campaign in the Midwest for Presi- 
dent Hoover in a radio address to- 


day, attacked the Democratic pro- 
gram as one of generalities, and 
“reliance upon demagogic appeals 
to fan the flames of discontent that 
always spring up in times of eco- 
nomic distress.” 

“Demagogic appeals are not go- 
ing to satisfy the American people 
in this campaign,” the Senator as- | 
serted. “Arraying class against 
class never has won, never can win 
a war on depression. We are in 
the midst of the greatest war of 
this character In our history. We 
can only win it by standing to- 
gether as a whoig people.” 

Digcussing governmental econ- 
omy, the tariff, farm relief and 
waterways, the tor contrested 
what he termed ocratic prom- 
ises’” with that party’s perform- 
ances. He singled out Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt of New York, its 
candidate for President, for a ma- 
jor portion of his assault. 

Review's Roosevelt’s Record. 

“Whereas the Democratic plat- 
form~-promises to save not less than 
25 per cent in the cost of Federal 
Government,” Dickinson said, “in 
New York under Gov. Roosevelt’s 
administration since 1929 the cost 
of State government has increased 
approximately $100,000,000. 

“Since the Democratic nominee 
failed to put his preachings into 
practice in his State, is it to be 
presumed that he could be any 
more successful in handling the 
finances of the Federal Govern- 
ment which run into billions?” the 
Senator asked. 

In his acceptance speech, the 
speaker said, the Democratic can- 
didate announced that “as an im-. 
mediate program of action, useless 
offices must be abolished, that 
others must be merged.” 

The Democratic party controlled 
the House of Representatives in 
the last session of Congress, Dick- 
inson said, but its leaders were un- 
able to get their program enacted 
bediuse of a revolt in their own 
ranks. 

He assailed the Democratic prom- 
ise of a “competitive tariff for 
revenue” as a peril to the American 
farmer and declared the Repub- 
lican Hawley-Smoot tariff had re- 
duced matérially agricultural im- 
ports. 

Claims Credit for G. O. P.. 

Taking up the Democratic plat- 
form declaration for restoration of 
agriculture through “extension ani 
development of the farm co-opera- 
tive movement and effective control 
of crop surpluses,” the Senator said 
these proposals were begun andi 
carried through to the statute 
books by Republican leadership. 

He itemized the sums placed at 
the disposal of agriculture during 
the last three years by the Repub- 
lican party as $500,000,000 through 
the Farm Board, $125,000,000 to 
strengthen the farm loan system, 
$200,000,000 for farmer aid through 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, and nearly $75,000,000 
placed through the corporation in 
intermediate credit debentures for 
loans to farmers, a total of nearly 
$1,000,000,000. 

He criticised the Democratio 
stand on the Great Lakes-St. Law- 
rence seaway as “questionable,” as- 
serting the platform failed to men- 
tion the project. He declared also 
that New York State has always 
opposed the St, Lawrence gateway, 
favoring instead its State barge ca- 
nal via the Hudson River. 

He said Gov. Roosevelt's “new 
deal” should start with answers to 
the question, “were other trades in- 
volved in the Democratic conven- 
tion bartering’ which preceded his 
nomination.

Condition in the Balkans. 

Down in Central Europe and the 
Balkans, according to correspond- 
ents assigned there, conditions con- 
tinue to be “absolutely intoler- 
able”. Telegrams are being con- 
stantly “lost”. Perfectly harmless 
stories, which some boob press bu- 
reau official dislikes, are held up 
indefinitely and await the censor’s 
pleasure until they have lost their 
news value. Telegraph tolls which 
have been paid on messages which 
are suppressed, are not refunded. 
Where they go is nobody's busi- 
ness. Stubborn foreign correspond- 
ents are “disciplined” and even 
threatened with bodily harm— 
threats which the governments im- 
mediately repudiate. No over- 
zealous officer or soldier in the mi- 
nority districts of Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Rumania or Jugo-Slavia 
hag éver been known to be pun- 
ished or even disciplined because 
of his “brusqueness” to journalists. 
An entire battalion of journalists 
who have been expelled, or ordered 
expelled, coerced or placed on 
“black lists” could be recruited to- 
day among the American newspa- 
per men in Europe. 

From Madrid, where the censor- 
ship of Primo de Rivera and his 
successors was vehemently de- 
nounced by the aspiring Repub- 
licans (before they kicked out King 
Alfonso) comes the following 
graphic description of press condi- 
tions, written by an American whom 
every correspondent in Europe 
knows: 

“Madrid, curiously enough, has 
become one of the worst offenders 
against the freedom of the press, in 
Europe, in recent months. Spain, 
which, oratorically speaking, has 
dawned as the latest haven of lib- 
erty and freedom, finds her offi- 
cials taking a sadistic pleasure in 
killing off telegrams of foreign 
correspondents, and to cap the cli-

go so far as to cut the telephone 
wires of offending bureaus.” 

To reveal how certain American 
correspnodents have circumvented 
the censorship would be playing 
into the hands of the Madrid For- 
eign Office. Whether the Amerfi- 
can representatives at the coming 
Madrid conference will be interest- 
ed enough in the welfare of Amer- 
ican correspondents in Europe to 
fight the censorship menace, which 
will surely raise its head there once 
again, rergains to be seen. Know- 
ing Washington’s antipathy for 
“meddling” in European affairs, 
the correspondents as a whole are 
naturally concerned.

Students of crime, such as Warden

He had been raised in San Antonio, 
Texas, and came from a respectable and 
everi prosperous family.

When he was 17 he 
ran away from home and went to Cali- 
fornia. It wasn't long before he fell in with 
bad company, and in 1908 he was arrested

his way from San Francisco to Northern 
California. He gave up his old name of 
Frank Melville and began to call himself 
William Collins. He got a job for a while 
in a California logging camp, but was afraid 
to remain long in one place and moved 
Fast. New York City: was his destination, 
not berause he knew anyone there, but be- 
cause it was about as far as he could get 
from San Quentin. 

For the next three years he lived in con- 
stant fear of arrest, moving from one job 
to another.- For a time he worked on a 
ranch in Wyoming. He worked on farms 
and mills in Nebraska and Iowa, any work 
that would give him a little money and help 
him on his way East. He was afraid to bum 
rides on freight trains, fearing that he might 
be picked up by railroad detectives and 
possibly identified. He earned his way to 
New York by dint of honest labor, the 
first real hard work he had done in his 
life. And the curious thing was that he 
found he liked it. The attitude that society 
at large was his enemy began to disappear, 
because he found that people were really 
willing to treat him decently. And thus it 
was while he was a fugitive from justice 
that Collins discovered that going straight 


™ wasn't so bad after all. 


HEN after three years of hard work, 

and countless hours of fear, he 
finally found himself in New York City, he 
purposely avoided all contact with the un- 
derworld. Men who have been in jail never 
have any trouble locating their own kind in 
big cities, but Collins decided he was 
through with that kind of life. If he had 
any luck in avoiding recapture, he was go- 
ing to stick to the straight and narrow path. 
In New York he got a job as doorman at 
the Ansonia and later the Judson hotels. 
Then he got a job as driver for the Ameri- 
can Express Company. 

It was at about this time that he met a 
girl in New York and fell in love. For a 
long time he debated whether or not to tell 
her of his past, but he was afraid he'd lose 
her if he did. So he said nothing, and they 
were married. They have two daughters. 
May, now 13 years old, and Mildred, now 
6. He became one of the express com- 
pany's most trusted drivers, handling thou- 
sands of dollars worth: of merchandise and 
money orders without ever the loss of a 
penny. He was liked and trusted by his

employers, and his fellow-workers and mem 
bers of his union knew him as a steady, 
sober worker and a reliable friend. His 
chief interest in life seemed to be to make a 
decent living for his family and to rear 
and educate his children. 

And he was doing a good job of both 
when fate accidentally betrayed his secret 
and almost wrecked the structure of respec: 
tability he had been at such pains to rear. 
A year ago last April he had been visiting 
friends with his wife and was on the way 
home when he decided to get a package 
of cigarettes. He stepped into a store, while 
his wife slowly walked on ahead. When 
he came out of the shop with his cigarettes, 
he discovered his wife being annoyed by 
several drunken hoodlums. Words were ex- 
changed, then blows, and one of the an- 
noyers dropped to the pavement with a 
broken nose.: 

N the meantime the row had attracted a 

policeman and Collins was arrested and 
charged with assault. The charge was 
dismissed, but in the meanwhile Collins 
had been subjected to the routine police 
procedure and his finger prints were taken. 
Though the case was dropped, the finger 
prints were sent in the routine way, to the 
Federal Crime Commission's identification 
bureau in Washington, D. C. And there it 
was discovered that William Collins was 
none other than Frank Melville, escaped 
convict, wanted in California to complete 
his 23 years in San Quentin—with several 
years added for having escaped. 

The New York police were’ asked to 
arrest Collins for eatradition, but when they 
got to his home, they found he had moved, 
leaving no forwarding address. Collins had 
moved stortly after the street brawl, im- 
pelled by fear of possible discovery, al- 
though Mrs. Collins had no idea then why 
her husband was so eager to shift his place 
of abode. 

For a year the New York police looked 
for him. Then, late one afternoon a few 
days ago, Collins parked his truck near the 
Chrysler Building to make a delivery there 
As he stepped to the pavement, two men 
walked over to him. 

“Hello, there, Frank Melville; one of 
them exclaimed. And Collins turned pale 
and almost collapsed. It was the first time 
he had been called by that name in 19 
years. 

The two men were Detectives Mahoney 
and Kane, and they immediately took Col- 
lins to Headquarters, where he made no 
attempt to deny his identity. 

Late that evening, while Collins’ little 
girl was waiting at the subway station’ to 
walk home with her father after work, two

Everything, From a Combined 


Gun and Plow to a

er F EVER, late at 
night, when the 
counting of sheep 
or pink elephants 
has failed to bring 
sleep, there occurs 


to your. troubled 
brain one of those 
wild-eyed inven- 


| tions that seems at 
the moment to be so logical and desir- 


able, don't, after all, bother to get up | 


and turn on the light and make a note 
of it. For it’s probably in the United 
States Patent Office already, all neatly 
documented and numbered and tied 
up with 8000 yards of red tape and 
accompanied by the snappiest blue- 
prints and drawings. It would seem 
that every possible mad, lurid, ludi- 
crous idea had at some time or other 
been hopefully sent off to the patent 
office. 

- Two tireless and indefatigable schol- 
ars have searched the patent records 
and have emerged with one of the rar- 
est collections of sheer, stark fantasy 
yet seen in an age that has shown 
great tolerance for every sort of ab- 
berration. The combined gun and 
plow, for instance. It was a great 
idea that inspired that one. Or 
the mechanical hat-tipping device. 
The suspenders that turn into a fire 
escape. The device to frighten rats and 
mice to death. 

Almost everything in ‘‘Beware of 
Imitations’ (Viking Press) has that 
fine, early Rube Goldberg quality. But 
no one trying to be funny could man- 
age to be half so funny as are these 
A. E. Brown and H. A. 
Jeffeott Jr. got the book togéther, and 
they didn't have to work too hard, for 
among the millions of patents on file 
in Washington approximately one out 
of every thousand makes sense. That 
would probably be an optimistic esti- 
mate. Some Frenchman—it must have 
been a Frenchman—said once that 
America was a land of inventors, and 
we didn't realize at the time what a 
dirty crack that was. 

The authors, or rather compilers, of 
“Beware of Imitations’’ favor no peri- 
od in history. They have chosen their 
examples, 57 of them in all, from the 
early part of the last century to re- 
cent decades in this century. They 
offer their examples of Goldbergiana, 
the higher flights of inventive fantasy, 
without comment, letting the exhibits 
speak for themselves, as they do, and 
how loudly! 

The lowly hen has come in for a

tended to prevent hens from setting. It 
consists of a little hood that fastens 
over the hen’s head, with a single eye- 
hole so designed that the hen can only 
look in one direction, down. And, as 
the inventor carefully explains, a hen 
will never fly in any direction in which 
she cannot see, and therefore she will 
not fy up onto a nest. 


HE thing might work at that, 
because, after the terriffic strug- 
gle necessary to get this com- 
plicated device on the hen, both the 
hen and the hen'’s owner would be 
so tired they would just naturally go 
and set on a rock somewhere. 

Sill another device is intended to 
disinfect the hen. She passes through 
a little door, trips lightly on a run- 
way that is attached to a plunger 
which forces a column of air into a 
funnel-shaped can of powdered disin- 
fectant, the air swishing a spray of

this disinfectant over Mrs. Hen, to her 
great surprise and indignation. But 


‘the best one is a device to brand the 


egg as it emerges from the hen. They 
come out looking like Easter eggs. In 
that way you check up on slacker hens. 

But no phase of human activity has 
been overlooked. The ‘“Saluting De- 
vice,” Letters Patent No. 556,248, 
dated March 10, 1896, is a neat ex- 
ample. Under one derby hat the in- 
ventor puts a machine that is a little 
larger than the engine in an Austin 
car. (It would never work with the 
present style of flat bowler.) ‘'. .

LONDON. 
HERE'S no acount- 
ing for tastes. Some 
people go in for 
parlor games. 
Others like to write 
wills. That was one 
of the _ favorite 
2. L sports of Montague 
i Stanley Napier. He 
wrote 14 wills dur- 
ing his lifetime and in one of them 
provided a considerable sum of money 
to pay for the litigation that he knew 
would follow his death. 

Often people with nothing to leave 
find pleasure in writing wills. But 
Napier’s estate amounted to about $5,- 
000.000. So there was plenty of reason 
to fight. And fight they did. It threat- 
ened at the outset to be one of the 
greatest legal battles in England’s his- 
tory. It required a small truck to 
bring the documents to the court. 

There was more drama in a single 
day of it than in a year of ordinary 
movies. The wife versus the woman 
for whom Napier had left his wife. 
That was the fundamental] issue. The 
wife and her children, respectability. 
the early struggle, as opposed to the 
woman who had solaced the rich Mr. 
Napier’s later years» 

It is difficult to convey what a sen- 
sation this trial caused in England. 
Napier was a pioneer English auto 
manufacturer. His name has long been 
asociated, too, with the development 
of aviation, the Napier motor having 
been for many years standard equip- 
ment in British planes. 


E was a genius and, as so often, 
H the genius compensated in his 
personal life for his brilliant ca- 
reer as a designing engineer. The will 
which was the final will left a life 
interest in his estate to Mrs. Norah 
Mary Fryer with whom Napier had 
lived from 1915 until his death in 
1931. After Mrs. Fryer’s death the 
money was to go to a hospital and 
other charities. There was also an out- 
right bequest to Mrs. Fryer of $50,000 
(based as in other fig- 
ures in dollars on the 
standard valuation of 
the pound). Mrs. Na- 
pier was left nothing 
at all. But each of her 
four children was to 
get $5000 a year. Na- 
pier’s brother was to 
get a life annuity from 

the estate. 
The people who par- 
ticipated in the legal 
battle over this will 
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were the widow, the four children, 
Mrs. Fryer, Napier’s brother, Walter 
Percy Napier, the executor, Henry 
Cooke, and the Attorney General who 
appeared to support the claims of the 
charities named in the Napier will. 
The widow and the children contest- 
ed for the validity of a will made in 
1904 and, alternately, Mrs. Napier 
claimed the lawful share of the widow. 
She charged that her husband was of 
unsound mind when he made the will 
of 1923 and that Mrs. Fryer had ex- 
erted undue influence upon him. It 
was estimated that the trial would 
run a month and cost $100,000. The 
most expensive legal talent in England 
was lined up on opposing sides. 

A letter which Napier had written to 
one of his attorneys was introduced: 


G6 FTER my father’s death my 
aN cousin, Mrs. Partington, occa- 
sionally had my mother and 
myself*to stay with her at Pem- 
bridge-square, where I met my wife, 
who was receiving assistance from 
my. cousin and her daughter and was 
acting, to some extent, as companion. 
Later on, when we became friendly, | 
also assisted in paying for her educa- 
tion (she desired to obtaim a degree 
as a dentist). 

“Time went on and my wife's moth- 
er called me into her room one even- 
ing and told me I was placing her 
daughter in a false position and asked 
me to consent to an engagement. | 
did so, and went out and bought a ring 
at the first shop I came to and gave 
it to my wife. She gave it back to me 
and asked me to place it on her 
finger. 

“Later on my wife, who, iff the 
meantime, had been earning $150 a 
year as governess at a schoo] in Sur- 
biton, obtained the necessary permis- 
sion to marry, which I did at a regis- 
ter office one Saturday morning on 
the way to business. Not much love 
or romance there!’’ 

Mrs. Napler’s lawyers introduced a 
letter she had written to Napier show- 
ing how, in her opinion, he had de- 
strdyed her love for him. “‘The love of 
20 years has died very hard,’ she 
wrote. It was her contention that after 
a severe illness Napier changed and 
developed an almost pathological fixa- 
tion against her and the children. 

The public flocked to this trial. 
Each day there were crowds who 
fought to get in. It was to go on for 
a month. Then suddenly on the third 
day lawyers, plaintiffs, defendant, went 
into a huddle and came out with a set- 
tlement and the case was ended. 

Mrs. Fryer agreed that Mrs. Napier 
should have $15,000 a year from the 
estate. That was the sum Napier had 
originally offered to give her, and 
which she had refused. It was the 
amount he had contributed each year 
to her support. Attorneys for Mrs. 
Fryer stated this was an act of pure 
magnanimity on her part as they were 
confident they could have defeated 
the widow's claim and, furthermore, 
by contesting, the children would have 
cut themselves out of any inheritance, 
according to the provisions of the mo- 
tor manufacturer's will. Both sides 
withdrew all allegations. What had 
promised to be the greatest legal. bat- 
tle of the century was ended.

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It was not until 1916 that there was 
real alarm over the possible extinction 
of this unusual bird. Massachusetts 
had already set aside a reservation on 
Marthas Vineyard for the heath hen. 
In the early spring of that year the 
superintendent of the reservation re- 
ported there were about 2000 birds on 
the igfand. But in May a disastrous 
fire ept the thickets and killed the 
great@r part of this heath hen popula- 
tion. The birds which were on their 
nests were burned to death without 
even trying to escape. 

Marthas Vineyard has always been 
proud of its heath hen population. The 
level plain that forms a considerable 
part of the island, covered with scrub 
oak and low brush, forms an idea! 
habitat for the bird. After the fire 
precautions were taken to prevent the 


recurrence of such a disaster. A fire 
tower was erected, from which the 
whole central part of the island is 


visible.

the tipped ears of the bobcat, or lynx, 
and a ferocious strength, with large 
paws and sharp claws. Mouse cats of 
light coloring are eliminated early in 
their wild life, probably by hawks, but 
those of dark coloring have bred and 
prospered. Traps and dogs were used 
with some success in eliminating this 
enemy of the heath hen. 

In 1920 the superintendent of the 
reservation reported the heath hen 
population had increased to about 600. 
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The pinnated grouse, drawn from life in Kentucky by Audubon, 
who identified this bird with the heath hen. 


But the following year there were only 
an estimated 300. It seems certain 
that disease must have taken off some 
of the birds, as dead birds, females 
and young, have been found with no 
mark of violence upon them. By 1922 
the birds were so scarce that William 
C. Adams, director of the Division of 
Fisheries and Game, sent a question- 
naire to leading ornithologists and 
sportsmen throughout the country to 
determine if it were advisable for the 
State to continue the reservation at an 
annual cost of about $4000 to save the 
heath hen. There was an overwhelm- 
ing response in favor of exerting every 
effort to save the species. 


R. GROSS was named to make

three years observing its habits 
and at the end of that time his recom- 
mendations were carried out by the 
Fisheries and Game Department.

NEW YORK. 
LASE New York, 
which doesn’t be- 
lieve all it hears 
and is counted 
among the most en- 
lightened of Amer- 
ica’s cities, still 
ponders over the 
strange, bizarre 
tragedy that 
claimed five lives and left a legend of 
terroristic activities and mysterious 
melancholy in its wake. 

Carlos Serafino Del Rio, his wife, a 
son and four daughters are all dead. 
A second son, sole survivor of the 
family, is wandering somewhere in Ar- 
gentina. Finis is written after the 
case, but the metropolis is still puz- 
ziing over the odd series of incidents 
that moved on to the unexpected 
climax. 

The finding of the bodies of tall and 
silvery-haired Del Rio and his four 
daughters, while his wife, their moth- 
er, lay dead in an undertaking room 
not far away, brought out the whole 
amazing chain of circumstances that 
led to the grim ending. 


HE Del Rios, who lived in Brook- 

lyn, came from a distinguished 

Argentine family. Born in Buen- 

os Aires in 1878, Senor Del Rio was 

a son of Dr. Baldomere Gayan Del Rio, 

once president of the Banco La Pro- 

vincia and a Judge of the High Court. 

Some 30 years ago the younger Del 
Rio came north to New York. 

A chemist by training, he soon gave 
up his chosen profession to start a 
prosperous lingerie business. Mean- 
while, he had married an Argentine 
woman and begun to rear a family. 

In 1924 Del Rio’s mother died. As 
his father had died many years before, 
Senor Del Rio naturally believed that 
he would inherit the $2,000,000 
estate she had left. But it was 
not to be. An uncle was given the 
income, despite a long fight waged in 
the courts. 

When it became evident that all Del 
Rio's claims were to be set aside, the 
Brooklyn lingerie manufacturer dis- 
patched 2000 letters and many cable- 
grams to prominent Argentines, de- 
nouncing them for not helping him. No 
action was forthcoming, but one morn- 
ing as he left his apartment, he picked 
up a note that had been shoved under 
the door. 

‘‘Leave that will alone,’ it warned. 
“Otherwise you will lose your life. Ab- 
solutely.”’ 

Some time passed and then a sec- 
ond note was found, in which he was 
again warned. It declared, in effect, 
that if he dared to go to Argentina 
his family would disappear. 


His wife, Mathilde, eventually 
learned about the notes. A _ highly

woman, she became hysterical. Her 
emotional state was contagious and 
soon the four daughters, Mathilde, Vi- 
centa, Josefine and Guadelupe, were in 
the same condition. 

Their fears might have been dissi- 
pated had not one of the sons, Carlos, 
been stricken with sudden illness. In 
a few days he was dead. 

It was a household of gloom and 
terror. While they mourned for him, 
their fear of the unseen was magni- 
fied.
